Wilbu r and Orv ille Wright, immedi­ 
ately became the slogan of Day ton’s 
two day s’ celebration in honor of the 
world’s champion av iators. 
By the 
booming of 
cannon, 
shrieking 
of 
whistles and ringing of bells the citi­ 
zens of Day ton made it known that 
whatav er claim the ru lers of Eu rope 
or the gov ernment at 
Washington 
had u pon the Wright brothers, theirs 
is that of fellow-townspeople. 
The ceremonies began at nine a. m. 
At that hou r the streets were throng­ 
ed with people. For ten minu tes ev e­ 
ry whistle, bell and tin horn in town 
joined in an ou tbu rst of 
hilariou s 
sou nd. 
From 
many 
triu mphant 
arches swu ng 
ou tstretched 
aero­ 
planes and on the tops of tall bu ild­ 
ings aircrafts were made to appear 
ready for flight. On one banner ap­ 
peared the words, “America is the 
lome of aerial nav igation, and Day ­ 
ton is the home of the world's first 
aerial nav igators.” 
Other inscriptions 
were “They ’re 
the right Mr. Wrights, all right,” and 
“The Wrights that made Day ton fa ­ 
mou s.” 
Almost 
ev ery 
Day tonian 
cnew the Wrights from early child- 
lood. “Why ,” said one enthu siast, “I 
« new Wilbu r when a kid.

to go swimming in the Miami riv er.”

"I hav e letters from Indiana.” said 
Mr. Cullop , “which p rov e bey ond the 
shadow of a doubt th a t the gov ernor 
has been grossly m isrep resented. 
It 
did not require these letters to reas­ 
sure me as to the gov ernor’s simon- 
p ure Democracy , but now th a t they 
hav e come th eir effect, of course, is 
to allay all criticism of him em anating 
from 
the 
southern 
rep resentativ es. 
T here is no b etter D em ocrat on earth 
than G ov ernor M arshall. 
His Demoe 
racy is as p ure as cry stal and as gen­ 
uine as old gold. 
In the m atter of ap ­ 
p ointm ents, w hat the gov ernor stands 
for is sim p ly this: 
He will ap p oint a 
D em ocrat in ev ery instance w here he 
can, under the law.

Lincoln Penny Will Bear Inscription 
and Mark D eparture In Coinage. 
Director of the Mint Leach in Wash­ 
ington has ordered that “In God We 
Trust” appear on the new Lincoln 
cdnt, the designs and models for which 
were recently completed by Victor D. 
Brenner, the New York sculptor and 
medalist. 
Dies of the Lincoln penny had al­ 
ready been made and proofs struck off 
and submitted to President Taft and 
other officials. In a letter received re­ 
cently from the Philadelphia mint Su­ 
perintendent Landis wrote that it was 
expected to Issue the penny In June, 
but the other day Mr. Brenner was 
advised from Washington that the 
words “In God We Trust” must ap­ 
pear on the coin above the head of 
Lincoln. The pennies now are not ex­ 
pected to be Issued before August, 
when the dies will be distributed 
among the United States mints and 
pennies coined simultaneously at Phil­ 
adelphia, San Francisco and Denver. 
The Lincoln penny marks a depar­ 
ture In American coinage. Coins pro­ 
duced by American mints have never 
borne the heads of any particular per­ 
sons, only those depicting Liberty or 
the American Indian. 


PERIL IN BRIGHT HEADLIGHTS 


Make Enginemen Color Blind and In­ 
terfere W ith Reading Signals. 
The dangers which arise from sub­ 
stituting strong electric headlights for 
those now used on railroad locomo­ 
tives was emphasized at Indianapolis 
in a conference held the other day by 
the railroad commission of Indiana 
and reports of virtually all railroads 
operating in the state. 
The conference was called to con­ 
sider the law recently enacted accord­ 
ing to which the commission has power 
to order locomotives to be equipped 
with stronger headlights if it finds that 
such a step is advisable. 
The dangers from the stronger type 
of lampe, it was shown, arise from the 
fact, supported by a large number of 
practical tests, that the intensity of 
the rays, when used on a locomotive, 
tends to destroy the power of the en- 
gineman to distinguish among the col­ 
ors used in switch lamps and that sit­ 
ting behind the strong rays for a con­ 
siderable length of time produces fa­ 
tigue of the eyes and interferes with 
the reading of night train orders and 
signals.

President Taft’s reco mmendatio n that 
the matter be referred to the vario u s 
states.

o f President Taft reco mmending the 
Inco rpo ratio n o f a pro visio n in the 
tariff bill fo r the taxatio n o f the earn­ 
ings o f co rpo ratio ns and the ado ptio n 
o f a reso lu tio n lo o king to an amend­ 
ment o f the co nstitu tio n so as to per­ 
mit the levying o f an inco me tax with­ 
o u t interference fro m the co u rts is 
generally regarded by senato rs as o f 
su ch transcendent impo rtance as to 
place in the shade all qu estio ns per­ 
taining strictly to the schedu les o f the 
tariff bill. 
There was a fu ll senate present 
when the message was read and the 
do cu ment was awarded the mo st care­ 
fu l attentio n fro m all senato rs. 
Sen­ 
ato r Go re attempted to have the co m­ 
mittee instru cted to repo rt o n the 
inco me tax featu re o f the message 
by next Friday, when, u nder general, 
agreement, the Inco me tax qu estio n 
is again to be taken u p fo r co nsidera­ 
tio n. His mo tio n was, ho wever, vo ted 
do wn, and fo r the first time in many 
weeks the divisio n was strictly alo ng 
party lines, all the Repu blicans vo ting 
to lay o n the table, while all the Dem­ 
o crats cast their vo tes against that 
pro po sitio n. Du ring the info rmal dis­ 
cu ssio n o f the reference o f the mes­ 
sage, Senato r Bailey gave no tice that 
he wo u ld demand that pro visio n be 
made fo r a gradu atio n o f any inco me 
tax that might be pro vided fo r, and in­ 
timated that mu ch time wo u ld be nec­ 
essary to get thro u gh a pro visio n 
which did no t carry that qu alificatio n. 
After co nsiderable co nsideratio n the 
senate ado pted the finance co mmit­ 
tee’s reco mmendatio ns regarding the 
admissio n o f Philippine pro du cts, bu t 
no t u ntil after two o r three amend­ 
ments had been vo ted do wn. 
All o f 
the finance co mmittee's reco mmenda­ 
tio ns in the zinc schedu le were u lti­ 
mately agreed to , and the paragraph 
as amended was finally adju sted.
